NEW YORK, N. Y.. .IniiP 0.— BHinoiit had Its 
dullfst racing of the itrcsciit iiicctiiig tluM after- 
noon. The course was fast enough and tlie air 
inviting to simsmI. Itnt tiie liorses wliieh enol)le tlie 
liest of titi'f sport were not out to contend in tlie 
six races offered. Scratclies did not improve or 
refine the rai-ing clusters eitlier. 

The Reldaiiie Handicap, at tliree-qnarters of a 
mile round tlie turn, fiirnislied tlie liest action of 
the afternoroi. It was for fillies and mares, named 
after one of the iii>erli‘ss ones of her time and fell 
to .voiitli and lieanty. Major Co<-hrnn’s Kanksia 
won it. She is one of the finest fillies in training 
and a credit to her New York lirecder. Ranksia 
wasn’t the favored oni' in public esteem. .Steji 
Lightl.v was scratched and in her absence Elected ■ 
II., considered lH>st at tlie weights, and next to her 
that eblerl.v jade Enfilade, wbicli is not herself 
just yet, but is likely to be so at an early day. 
Pen Rose, too, was tlionght to he a factor. The 
two oblsters got off fl.ving and ran themselves 
into dullness with a front iiuarter in 23 and a lialf 
in 4fiV.. 

Once in the straight Kennedy, who had kept the 
heantifni Cochran fill.v at the inside rail — he rode 
her jiidicionsl.v and well thronglioiit — brought Karik- 
sia lip Mid «H.^Ite sixtismlh was with the tiring 
leaders. Still inside and rnnning straight and truly, 
though doing her liest, Itanksia headed Pen Rose 
and Elected II. and won by half a length in 1:11%. 
Pen lto.se. a tired mare, was iMstring out at the 
finish two lengths before Elected II., which was 
always outritn. 

Ne.\t in interest, and first from a nionetar.v point, 
was the Inteniational Steeplechase Handicap over 
the two-mile course. Run as the second race it was 
lint a fair spectacle. Rut for pace and the lime it 
sli.-i|H‘d Isdier. The P.rady traineil Marathon geld- 
ing Decisive, owned by II. W. Maxwell — a good 
’cha.ser when at his best — won in a way tliat sug- 
gested his name. .Inniping cleanl.v and outriinning 
Ids horses in the last lialf mile, Di'cisive was alone 
at the finish in 3:19%, with Ticket beating the 
favorite five lengths more. Frank R. was r>ased 
when iHsiten. He was responsible for tlie s|M‘(>d 
of the lace and ran himself into defeat. He also 
impeded Decisive as C'lieync brought him through 
two jumps from the finish. 

ANOTHER FOR THE QUINCY STABLE. 

The afteriUMin’s doings began with a claiming 
rii's- on the str-aight for common two-year-olds at 
four and a half furlongs. The Quincy Stable’s 
Light Rrigade — Irish .Song gelding Reamer got off 
well, ra«-ed straight and with courage and outran 
Klrtle and Herrington. 'Hie favorite, John E. Mad- 
den’s Tulwar, liegaii slowi.v, showed s|i«s*d and then 
fell away to lx* fourth Isdiind Kirtle and Rerriiigton. 
’I'lie Wideiier filly Roiinlifiil did not like the 
straight course and r:in wildly. At the main track 
tiilraiic<> she wabbled and stuck her toes into the 
ground and at the end of the stand fairl.v bolted 
ns if seeing shadows. Master Zocller had an awful 
time with her. 

Elderly horses of the mild winning clan were in 
the fourth race at a mile and 'riiunderstorm, favonxl 
in what sis'cnlation there was, won easil.v. He 
wasn’t hurried, wliile Debadou tind (lenie W. ran 
the first three-quarti-rs in front and in 1:11%. raced 
wide on the turn ontsidi' his horses, caught the 
leaders Iwdow the eighth |vist and won with some- 
iliiiig to spare from (lenie W. atid Debadou. Carpet 
Swecjier w:is considered to have a great chanc(> 
and extensivid.v backed. The fast pace settled 
the I»-id.v from Virginia, which has been working 
exceptionally well. She could never keep up. 

The fifth race, for selling jdaters, had a shabby 
field, with Regal l.odge standing out. ’Phe race 
was sliabb.v, tisi. Old .Siiapdr.igon II. dwidt as tlie 
barrier arose and was as good as left at the |Hist, 
though he got a gooil work-out in the rear of the 
racing group. Regal Loilge, away fast, ran awa.v 
from Star Itealm and iUasfer Rill and won by a 
do/en lengths. H<‘ went back to Sam Hildreth’s 
stable after his victor.v. Entered at $2,2(10 his 
old owner bill him u|i to $.">.0(Mt. Regal Ixidge 
seemed to a)iprove of the transaetion. Master (laiit- 
iier, not miieli used to riding winners.

Sailing B. and King Thrush Carry His Colors 
to Victory at Blue Bonnets. 



MONTREAL, Que., .Inne 9. — The colors of .1. 
K. L. Ross were again prominent during the rnn- 
ning of the afteriKHin’s program at Rlue Ronnets 
wlien he accounted for two of the carded s<*ven 
races. Sailing R. was the first to score and he was 
followed by King Thrush in the haiidlcup, which 
was offered as tin' feature. 

Tlie victor.v of Sailing R. was a clean-cut one 
and he wop in fine style, to the delight of the 
followers of Hie Ross stable, who siiplKirled him 
with rare confidence. He was ridden by 'I’liurber 
and went to the front with a rush and led all the 
way. easing up at the end five lengths In advance 
of Rromelia, while Retty J. was third, getting tip 
in the last strides. Sailing R. ran the fastest 
tliree-quarters of a mih' of the meeting, 1:12%, 
and might have ispialed the track ii'cord, estab- 
lished hy Kewessa some years back, had he been 
pushed. 

King Thrush’s success in the following race, a 
handicap at one mih', was unexpected and not fore- 
cast by operations with the “Iron men.’’ In fact, 
the Rcss horse was third in pnlilic esteem, Sandy 
Real and Lucky R. finding most favor. It was 
considered a duel between the later pair, but instead 
of figliting it out for first place the finish found 
them struggling along in the rear, both running 
much Im'Iow their true form. Not so with King 
'I’hrush. He never ran belter. He tpiickly dashed 
awa.v into tlie lead and increased liis advantage 
to win in a canter by five h'liglhs, running tiu' mile 
in l:3.s'/-,. A. (Taver r<sle the Ross horse. It was 
his first appi'araiice in the saddle since his accident 
at Fort Erie last summer. He was given a royal 
wi'lcome when he returned to the scales with the 
winner. 

Ideal overhead wi'ather conditions again prevailed 
and tlie racing was witnessed by a large and en- 
thU'iastic tliNUig. 'Phe majority of the wlniK'rs 
wi're returned by safe margins.

Governor Small Likely to Refuse to Sign Ryan 
Measure if Passed. 



From a gno<l source comes the information that 
the Illinois racing bill is doomed to failure. 

The R.van bill in the legislature can be passed 
without hitch. .\s a matter of fact, the road has 
been smoothed for some time. EiKuigh votes for 
its passage have Ix'eii pledged Ixitli in senate and 
house, but the obstacle Is Governor Small. He has 
intimati'd that ho will not sign the bill when 
passed. 

'Phi're are only fifteen days left of the legis- 
lative session and it will reipiire fast work, but 
those in hack of the bill think they can pass it in 
IxiHi branches in less than ten days. 'The bill car- 
ries with it a three memlx'r commission proviso and, 
while it embodies the miitnel style of betting, the 
intent was for the commission to say what form 
should Ix' used for this year, and as tliere was little 
or no opixirtiinit.v to install mutuels and get an up- 
to-date racing plant in order, the Hawthorne track 
was to be pressed into w'rvice this summer. 

. N('Xt year Hie racing was to be under the auspices 
of a new North Sliore Gountry Club and the track 
bx'ated the other side of Evanston, some five miles 
nortli of Gliicago’s limits. 'I’lie racing party has 
not entirely givt'ii up hope, but there is no longer 
the o]itimisni of last week, for it had coiintc'd as 
certain that the govi'rnor would sign the bill. 
SonieHiing lias recently got in the way.
